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THE BEY AT BAY. 


France and Tunis on the Brink of 
War. 


An Important Nihilist Arrest Made 
in Roumania, 


Floods in Hungary—Differences in Ire- 
land—The Vexed Boundary 
Question in Greece. 


Tunis, 

LONDON, April I2.—The Russian Consul at 
Tunis informs the Russian Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople that the Bey of Tunis requested 
him to communicate his protest against 
the French violation of Tunisian territory, and 
asked the co-operation of Russia in protecting 
the rights of the Bey and the Sublime Porte, 

AT THE BOILING POINT. 

Excitement is increasing and doubts are ex- 
pressed at the palace whether the §Bey can an- 
swer for the public security if the French con- 
tinue to advance. 

The French proposal to occupy the valley of 
the Needjerda river excites great indignation, 
as this district is the most fertile inthe coun- 
try and far from the haunts of the} Kroumires. 


Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURGH, April 12.—Nicholas Cudzi- 
lafsky, animportant Nihilist, was recent.y ar- 
rested at Jassay by the Roumanian authorities. 
was implicated in the present disorders at 
Ichigrin but escaped punishment by decamping 
first to England and then to America. He 
afterwards returned to Romania. He was 
formerly in the Kieff University, anda compan 
ion of the- notorious Nihlists, Deutsch and 
Stephanoviteh. The Russian Government has 
taken steps for his extradition. 


Austro-Hungary. 

VIENNA, April 12.—The floods in Hungary are 
increasing The waters have soaked and un- 
dermined the dykes, which are giving way. 
The latest news from Szegedin is that the outer 
dyke is in danger, and 2,000 men are at work 
strengthening it. Ifthe outer dyke fails the 
whole country tothe dyke, which immediate- 
ly surroundsthe town, will be flooded, and 
high wind would probably drive waves over 
dykes and cause a great catastrophe. 


England.

garrison. The leaders expressed their regret 
and proposed that the capitulation be con- 
sidered as canceled, and acquiesced in the re- 
occupation of Potchefstroom. Gen. Wood ac- 
cepted the apology and the proposals.

ATHENS, April 12.—The departure of troops 
for the frontier continues. Information from 
Constantinople, which is entitled to full credit, 
states that Germany secretly encouraged the 
Sultan to withstand the pressure of the Pow- 
ers.

STARVED TO DEATH. 


The Iowa Imbecile’s Last Moments—Details 
of Her Decease. 


JowaA City, IA., April 12.—At half-past 12 
to-day Miss Hattie Denel, whose remarkable 
feat has already made her famous, died. Last 
night friends and relatives were at her;bedside 
and momentarily expecting herdeath, Her 
pulse this morning was imperceptible and her 
respiration 35 to the minute. She has not 
drank any water during the last twenty-four 
hours, it seeming to make her sick,- and 
when she drank she complained of nausea. 
This morning she evinced considerable 
strength, and was able to communicate to her 
friends by means of her fingers and stick. She 
even reached out and opened a small drawer 
in a bureau which stood near the bed. She was 
asked if she was not hungry ana did not want 
something to eat, but answered in the negative 
to both questions. She had laid in a 
semi-comatose condition all night,jbut this 
morning her mental powers were clear and 
unaffected and she seemed to fully compre- 
hend all that was goingon. Her last moments 
were very peaceful, and surrounded by the 
friends and relations who had done so much 
for her, she sank gradually into everlasting 
sleep.

Senate. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—On motion of Sena 
tor Burnside a resolution was adopted request- 
ing the President to communicate to the Sen- 
ate any informationip the possession of the 
Government touching the alleged arrest and 
imprisonment of Michael Boyton, who claims 
tobe a citizen of the United States by the 
Government of Great Britain. 

The Vice President laid before the 
Senate the . unfinished business, being 
the resolution for the election of Senate ofti: 
cers ,and the usual motion to go into executive 
session was withdrawn at the request of Sena- 
tor Dawes, who stated that it had not been 
expected. ‘Senator Beck then took the floor, 
stating that he would not detain the Senate as 
long as he had originally intended, but would 
confine his remarks toth~’ —— directly under 
consideration. ‘‘The Republicans had said,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘thatthe Senate should not go 
into executive session, because they had held 
caucus and determined to turn out the officers 
now holding places and install others,and that 
the Democrats were guilty of treason and re- 
‘ee unless they acquiesced in every- 

jing.’’ 

T he Democrats had replied. 

You have an organized Senate. You have 
power over all committees. We have surren- 
dered everything that tends to the convenience 
and comfort of Senators, but when you pre- 
senttous a list of names for offfters, and 
among them that of manfrom Virginia who was 
the head and front of repudiationin that State, 
we do not proposeto go any further. He 
was not going to say en cage were doing 
this because of a corrupt bar gain, because he 
did not intend to make the enase chamber a 
beer garden, but the country at large had 
strong suspicions that the alliance 
was a foul one. The leading Republicans 
press of the country had tcharged it in terms 
SO Offensive §that when Senator Voorhees 
had an extractfrom a Repnbltcan paper read 
cdanger of personal responsibility had been 
threatened. He referred to facts which tend- 
ed to show that there had been a 
bargain, emphasizing the fact that 
Mahone had been placed on committees 
which would give him the greatest influence 
with the people of Virginia, which avoided 
expressing an opinion here-until a Virginia 
election comes on.-As the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts (Dawes) was going to keep the Senate 
until December he would invite that Senator 
to pair with him and gothere in September 


‘and October. He, Beck, would teli the people 


what he could not decor ously do here, what he 
thought was the meaning, the purpose and fhe 
intent of all this action. Senators might as 
well speiid their time canvassing Virginia as 
quarreling inthis Chamber. .

UNION DEPOT MATTERS. 


The Railroads Talk of Buyiug Out the Con- 
cern for Themselves. 


A meeting of the Union Depot Governing 
Bo, td was held at the depot offices this morn- 
ing. It was a meeting of 
far more than usual importance 
and delegates were present from every road 
using the depot, instead of only the five roads 
which constitute the Governing Board. Those 
present were A. A. Talmage, of the Missouri 
Pacific; James F. How, of the Wabash and Pa- 
cific; W. W. Peabody of, the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi; Mr. Gaysofthel. and St. L.; Colonel 
Hill of the Vandalia; G. W. Parker 
of the Cairo Short Line; Superintendent Chap- 
pell of the Chicago and Alton; C. W. 
Rogers of the St. Louis and San 
Francisro, and Mr. Montgomery of the 
Louisville and Nashville. As was stated 
in yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH, the railroads 
here are tired of guaranteeing ten per cent to 
the Uniun Depot Co. forthe very meagre accom - 
modations afforded. They are paying 10 per 
cent On an amount which far exceeds what the 
improvements are worth. The meeting 
to-day was to consider the propriety 
of the railroads uniting and purchasing the 
Union Depot Company's property, and run- 
ning the institution for themselves. They can 
do this at one-half the annual expense 
which is necessary by the present arrange- 


ment. They can borrow money at 5 
per cent and stop the 10 8 cent 
guarantee. No jaction was taken at the 
meeting to-day ard it was not intended that 
there should be. lt was only a preliminary 
talk. There will be additional meetings in the 
near future to talk over the same project.

THE DAISY DISASTER. 


Sinking ofa Little River Steamer 
at Carondelet. 


Two Persons Drowned and the Boata 
Total Loss. - 


About 2:30 this afternoon the following tele- 
gram reached the Four Courts from the Caron- 
delet Police Station: 

‘*The ferry boat Daisy, owned by the Mis- 
souri Furnace Company and ply- 
ing between that company’s works 
in Carondelet and the Meier fron 
works in East Carondelet, cap- 
sized opposite the foot of Davies 
street.’’ Following this telegram tie 
most exaggerated reports of the 
disaster reached tlie city. The first rumors 
were that the boat sank and the twelve persons 
on board were drowned. 

On investigation the disaster Was not s0 ap- 
palling as ;was at first supposed. The 
ferryboat Daisy, a narrow wheel 
craft built on a single hull, 
left. the foot of Kansas street, Caronde- 
let, with ten or twelve passengers 
and the paying clerk of the Meier 
Iron Works on board. The trip acres 
was safely made, andthe passengers disem- 
barked at East Carondelet. The engineer 
named Reed, and the boat carpenter, only 
known to manv of the com- 
pany’s employes, as carpenter John, 
remained on board,

moments after the boat left the wheel stopped — 


turning and the boat turned to one side 
before those on board could realize what had 
occurred it became evident to those on 
shore that it owas helplessly adrift 
in the strong current. The 
passengers rushed to the engine-room, but the 
machinery was motionless and the men 
were powerless. The strong current swept 
it rapidly down stream until it reached a point 
in the river opposite Davis street where the 
hull struck some piles with a crash and the 
boat sunk rapidly out of sightinthe deep wa- 
ter. The three passengers escaped and reached 
the shore, but the engineer and carpenter 
went down with the disabled boat. 

The boat was a narrow sternwheeler and 
has been used by the Missouri Furnace Com- 


ay to transfer the employes to 
the iron works in East Carondelet. It was 


valned at $3,000, and was well insured 
in several companies. It had 
barely room for passengers on board,and has 
had several narrow escapes from 
capsizing.The machinery wasin passably good 
conaition. The managers of the works are 
entirely unable to account for the accident. 


Story of an Eye-Witness. . 
A very jserious accident occurred at Caron- 
delet at 1:25 o’clock this afternoon. The 


little ferry boat, Daisy, belonging to the Mis- .- 


souri Furnace Company, and used . only 


for transporting workmen, was crossing with : 
five passengers when she olew out one of her cyl + ~ 
. inders. ‘Fhis careented lés6ver and disabledher 


so as to put her beyond control. She drifted 


down toward the piles on the Illinois shore, , 


whistling for aid. Before striking the 
piles cold water got ather boilers and they 
burst, nearly turning her upside down and 
Sinking her. It is known that two lives were 
lost, the rest of the passengers being picked 
up by the Transfer and ferry boat. When the 
boat struck the piersthe hullsunk and the 
cabin floated off.

A COLLAPSED TOWN. 


The Story of Speculation jn the Penn- 
sylvania Oil Regions. 
Summit City (Pa.) Cor. N. Y. Tribune. 

A visit to this once crowded and prosperous 

lace shows that it has suffered the fate that 

as overthrown many oil towns, and threat- 
-ens, soon or late, to rest upon them all. This 
spot, inthe summer of 1876, was a fertfle 
farm, on which the grain was just ripening. 
A wildcat oil well was sunk, and the venture 
proved to be a good one. The fences that in- 
osed the farm were thrown down and der- 
cks erected on every side, many of them in 
wheat fields that were almost ready for the 
reaper. Ina few weeks more the yellow 
n would have been gathered into the 
Karna, but now it was trampled under busy 
feet and ground down into the earth be- 
neath the wheels of heavily-laden wagons 
that sunk far into the mellow soil. 
farmer had _ leased the land for 
twenty-one years for one-sixth of all 
the oil that should be produced. But he still 
hadto pay the taxes, and the difference be- 
tween the taxes, on a farm valued at $2,000 
and one valued at $100,000, amounted to 
about as much as his one-sixteenth royalty, 
while his land was rendered utterly useless 
for farming. The word went forth that a new 
oil territory had been discovered, and the 
rush from other oil towns and all parts of the 
dilregion where the production had com- 
menced to decline, was general, In one short 
year from the striking of the first well, there 
had arisen in this country township] that had 
scarcely ever before witnessed a gathering of 
over one hundred persons, a bustling, busy, 
crowded, wicked city of twelve thousand in- 
habitants. It was in this first year that par- 
ties who invested made money, but most of 
them who invested in real estate after the 
summer of 1877 were losers, 

During the first excitement, a young man 
eame to the place, with but $25; but he wore 
good clothes, had a good education, and 
plenty of “‘cheek.’’ After surveying the sit- 
uation for a day or two he concluded to spec- 
ulate, and finding a farmer who had not yet 
leased or sold his land, he represented him- 
self as an agent for a wealthy company, v@th 
instructions to buy up land. The farmer was 
rather reluctant about selling, but finally 
terms were agreed upon and the papers were 
drawn up and signed. Twenty dollars were 
paid down to bind the bargain; five thousand 
dollars were to be paid in thirty days; and 
five thousand morein six months. He had 
but $ to meet an obligation of $10,000, but 
not despairing, he quietly awaited the com- 
pletion of a well that was being drilled near 
his new purchase. The well was finished in 
five days after the sale and proved to bea 

He was offered $20,000 for the 
$10,000 clear gain in 
days did tempt him to 
sell, for another well was being 
drilled on an adjoining farm, and should it 
rove to be abig producer, his land would 
fs very valuable. On the other hand, should 
it be.a ‘‘duster,’” he could not even get as 
much for the farm as he had agreed to pay 
for it.' Stillhe did not sell, and the time 
passed rapidly away. Only a few days re- 
miained before he would have to pay $5,000 
orthe sale would be cancelled. ‘Twenty- 
~eight days had passed and the well was not 
‘down yet, although they expected to reach 
the oil rock every hour. On thenight of the 
29th day he sat upin the derrick with the 
drillers, for they knew they were within 4 few 
feet oftheland. Midnight came, and the 
hands were relieved by another force. His 
last day had come, and was wearing away, 
and he knew that the farmer wouid not wait 
oneminute longer than the law required him, 
for he had several times been offered a larger 
amount fortheland. At 2o’clock the sand 
was reached, and the well proved to be the 
largest producer yet struck in the new field. 
The news of the new well rapidly spread and 
by noon the next day a number of wealthy oil 
men were on the ground anxious to secure 
adjacent territory. That day the young man 
sold his farm of 110 acres for $1,000 per acre, 
clearing in thirty days $100,000, with a capital 
of only $25 to start on. 
With the increase of the production of pe- 


“* troleum the population increased, and labor- 


‘ers of every class found plenty of employ- 
ment. Whathad been a lane leading toa 
pasture field, was changed in a fortnight into 
a street, lined on both sides by rows of 
houses. Land that a few weeks before would 
not have brought $40 per acre, was now 
marked off in building lots and sold for $5 a 
foot front, 100 feet deep. In the spring of 
1877, there was not a licensed house in town, 
yet almost every other door was an opening to 
a gin mil!, where ‘‘tanglefoot’’ was dealt out 
to the thirsty, and where the sullied charms 
of the dance-hall lured the sensual. 

In June, 1877, the Bullion excitement was 
at its height. In this month, John H. Lee 
and the Hon. W. R. Crawford, of Franklin, 
struck the ‘‘Big Injun” well which produced 
over four thousand barrels of oil in the first 
twenty-four hours, the largest quan- 
tity of vil: ever got out of 
well in that Iength of 
famous “‘cusher” now pumps about eight 
barrels daily, which is a good indication 
of the decfine of the place itself. Immediate- 
ly after the striking of the “Big Injun,” most 
extravagant prices were paid for land. Lots 
just large enough to place a well on, 100x50 
feet, were marked off and sold as high as 
$4,000 apiece. The same land had been bought 
but afew months before for $30 per acre. 
The production of the Bullion field at one 
time reached nearly 250,000 barrels per 
month. It is now a little over 20,000 barrels 
per month. The site of all this former great- 
ness presents an appearance of utter desola- 
tion. Where afew years agostood business 
edifices, nothing remains but a multitude of 
cellars and piles of rubbish, showing the 
haste with which their owners had ‘pulled 
up stakes” and leftfor other places, most of 
them for Bradford, the Mecca of Oildom; and 
the history of Summit Citv’s dazzling rise 
and sudden fall sounds even now like a weird 
romance or ancient fable.

House Rents In New York. 
New York Letter to Cintinnati Gazette. 

House rent is always one of the most per- 
plexing features in city life, but at present the 
advance is driving multitudes almost to des- 
peration. ‘*What shall we do to keep a roof 
over our heads?” is the general exclamation, 
On May dav they must move, and how small 
a proportion of the number have secured a 
new avode! The rest are tramping the streets 
in a fruitless search, Which only reveals the 
wide extent of the difficulty. Wherever they 
may go house hunters are staggered by the 
enormous advance. All that ean be said, 
however, is that if the people wiH live in New 
York they must take the consequences. High 
rents, With sewer gas and streets reeking with 
mud, are inevitable. A meeting of the work- 
ing classes was recently held for the purpose 
of denouncing the landholders, but this has 
not helped the case. The only way to escape 
the greed of the latter isto buy a house, which, 
to nine-tenths of our ag Tee is aS easy 
as paying the national debt. It would require 
' the entire earnings of a bookkeeper or me- 
- chanic for twenty years to purchase a second- 
class dwelling. Hence these men, who almost 
invariabiy bave families, resort to tenements, 
and pay from $15 to $20 per morth for a set of 
rooms. The rush up town now taxes the L 
road toits extreme capacity, and even this 
does not afford sufficient relief. The rate of 
rent among the better classes may be inferred

The Nihilists at Geneva. 
Paris Correspondence Londen Times. 

Towards the end of 1879 I was brought into 
frequent personal contact with the chicfs of 
the Nibiist party at Geneva. The leading 
spirit since the death of the notorious ‘‘Pere 
Bakounine” at Berne isan ex-professor of 
the Kieff University, who, not being able to 
obtain a — de sejour, owing to his being 
without his papers, manages to evade the 
Swiss police regulations onthe subject by 
changing his domicile about every three or 


four,weeks. Prince Krapotkin, who has been 
lately requested to take up his residence be- 


yond the frontiers ofthe Canton, is another 
of thejchiefs. But perhaps the most danger- 
ous of the party there is a certain ex-student 
of the Kazan University, who managed to es- 
cape from captivity after two year’s imprison- 
ment. This man, thanks to the Radical party 
at Geneva, succeeded in acquiring the 
Geneva bourgeoisie. The police therefore 
can not mterfere with him in 
any way as long as he does not offend against 
Swiss laws or Swiss rights. He keeps a small 
shop, where I have frequently been, which 
serves as a kind of ceatral bureau for expa- 
triuted Nihilists. They are addressed hither 
on leaving Russia, and are here furnished 
with supplies and instructions. It was from 
this very bureau that Vera Sassulitch used to 
draw the funds which enabled her to live on 
the shores of the Lake of Geneva, near the 
Vaudois frontierofthe Canton. In factshe 
acknowledged that she had been with him 
only a few days before my first visit to Gene- 
va. His shop is a mere pretext, and itis only 
in the afternoon, toward dusk, that one is apt 
to meet a curious assemblage of faces in his 
back parlor. I noticed a large preponderance 
of Muscovite Jews, with their thin, black 
beards and yellow sere tegen and this co- 
incides with the Berlin and St. Petersburg 
police reports, which shows that the discon- 
tents are recruited very largely from among 
students of Jewis origin. _

It sets us moraliz- 
ing and speculating on his daily life—what 
sort of cottage or hovel he livesin; what kind 
of people are his wife and children; and 
whether, supposing we were to drop in upon 
them at their supper to-night, we should in 
the least understand them, or they us, in lan- 
guage, habits or sympathies, any more than 
if we had dropped fromthe moon. This with 
only an hour anda half of sea running be- 
tween! It takes down our insular pride con- 
siderably. Truly, the world is a wide place.

LIGHTING LONDON. 


A Competitive Exhibition of 
Electric Companies. - ” 
From the London Times, Marct15. 


In a few weeks the city of London will pre- 
sent. a competitive exhibition that cannot fail 
to be an epoch in the life of every beholder 
andin the world’s history. Different areas 
are alotted to the companies carrying on the 
various systems of electric lighting. One 
company, some time before the world, has 
been prevented from joining the competition 
by legal and other difficulties. But the Lon- 
tin system will be shown in the illumination 
of Southwark bri Queen Victoria street 
south and Queen Street place. The Brush 
system will be shown on Blackfriars bridge, 

ew Bridge street, Ludgate Circus, Lud- 
gate Hill, St. Paul’s churchyard and 
Cheapside up to King street. The Sie- 
mens system will be shown in the remaining 
half of mg ose Guidhall yard, Poultry, 
King street, Mansion House, Royal Exchange, 
King William street and Adelaide place. Here 
are three of the most important districts in 


.the metropolis, containing the most crowded 


thoroughfares and the most frequented open 
spaces, the finest edifices, the most splendid 
trading establishments, two great railway 


stations, two bridges, and the approaches to 


a third. These are no longer experiments, 
except so far as they will help the decision as 
to which isthe best. The electric light has 
already had a sufficient-trial under what may 
be called unfavorable conditions. Light ought 
torecommend itself by lighting up some- 
thing, and it cannot be said to have a fair 
chance when there is nothing to light up. The 
Thames embankment does not come up to 
the very moderate standard of London life 
and gayety even by day, but at 
night it is nothing but a wide 
and deserted roadway, with a quar- 
ter of a mile of black water on one side and 
a hundred yards of still darker ground on 
the other. You see the electric Tights and 
nothing more. The promised exhibition will 
show off to unwonted advantage streets busy 
with all kinds of traflic, magnificent buildings, 
covered, some profusely, with those architec- 
tural ornaments that require the strongest 
contrasts of light and shade. The general 
state of the London atmosphere and the nat- 
ural or artificial exclusions of the sun sadly 
mar the effect of snch edifices as St. Paul’s, 
and of those constituting the heart of the 
city. Weare now promised a sight of them 
as in a blaze of glory ata grand transforma- 
tion scene. Nobody knows what a building 
it is, or what its architecture is intended to 
represent, till he has seen it lit up by 
a conflagration, by lightning, or by that rare 
combination of intense light and murky dark- 
ness sometimes seen at the approach of a 
storm. Salisbury pain lighted up by a metor 
acquires a new grandeur or a new horror, 
The exhibition will be, therefore, not so much 
of the new light as of Londonin a new light: 
The intolerable brilliancy of the electric light 
compels us to veil and disperse it. The ex- 
hibitors are obliged to change their suns into 
moons,in pity to our weak sense. We are 
not eagles to gaze at the midday sun. Sothe 
suninthis case has to be made to do all the 
work possible and show itself as little as 
possible. 

It can scarely be doubted that all London, 
along its main thoroughfares, will discard 
gas for the electric light within the present 
century. The really cautious and hesitating 
progress of the invention must remind not a 
few of the equally cautious and hesitating 
progress of gas. it was tried as a costly ex- 
or in Piccadilly and Pall Mall aboutthe 
ee pene | of the regency; and the experiment 
was slowly spreading from district to district, 
from mill to mill, from citv to city, till 1890. 
Uptothat date the works were all small and 
experimental. Westminister Gas Works 
were built some years after,and were thought 
enormous. About 1825the second-rate towns 
were building their gas works. Even then 
the instant you were off the flagstones, then 
seldom seen except before good houses and 
good shops, you saw nothing but dim oil 
amps, like glow-worms in the darkness, 
guiding you, but throwing no light on the 
path, much as it neéded it. 

For all purposes of illumination gas is so 


- Vast an improvement on oil that the world has 


ven, perhaps, not quite enough thought to 
ts injurious effects on health, and specially 
onthe eyesight. It is impossible not to read 
the results in the cheeks of all wha, work by 
it. There is a fascination in brilliancy which 
makes even sensible people blind to the ques- 
tion of health. They are like moths content 
to die ina flame. Buteven for purposes of 
illumination gas has its faults perhaps not 
without a. The gas lights in our streets 
are put up at the same height as the old oil 
lamps. .These were put as low down as was 
compatible with safety, for they were not 
likely to dazzethe most purblind passenger. 
But gas light is found very dazzling and over- 
powering by those whose eyes @ave lost by 
age much of the refractive power. No situa- 
tion can be more perilous than that of an eld- 
erly man, half-way through a long, oblique 
crossing at the junction of several streets, 
with a flaring gas light right before him,meant 
to be his beacon, but, in fact, blinding him 
altogether. 

e cannot be surprised, nor ought we to 
complain, or to be discouraged when we find 
so wonderful an invention as the electric light 
difficult to manage. The wildest, swiftest, 
subject and most awful power in nature bas 
to be tamed to domestic uses, to be econo- 
mized, subdivided, equalized, measured, re- 
tailed, like any commodity banded over a 
counter. For the purpose of street lighting, 
there does not appear to be any reason why 
electricity may not be even more convenient 
than gas in some important respects. If the 
objeet be to give light without showing the 
light itself, asin tropical countries they light 
a building without letting the windows be 
seen, then the electric light has the advantage 
that it can be placed very high, in the middle 
of the street, like the oldlamps hung from 
chains, and can be furnished with large re- 
flectors intercepting the light, and diffusing 
it over the whole width of the street. - Light 
without lights is the idealofallages and 
countries; itis so alikeinthe Elysian ficlds 
and in the heavenly Jerusalem.

Taken all In all, this scandal is said to have 
been one of the most groundless and bitter 
ones that even this place knew.

I understand 
from friends that Mr. Cooper sent Senator 
Ferry a full denial of the charge, and an ac- 
knowledgment that he made the said charge 
when his mind was clouded by diink.

THE TOWERS OF SILENCE. 
How the Parsees of India Dispose of 
Their Dead. 


From Correspondence Springfield Republican. 

What Beacon Hill is to Boston, Murray 
Hill to New York, Nob Hill to San Francisco, 
Malabar Hill is to Bombay, for its aristocratic 
summit is closely dotted with the palaces and 
bungalows of native princes and affluent 
Anglo-Indians; but the borders of Malabar 
Hill fall just upon the outskirts of the native 
city on one side and are lapped by the lazy 
Chg of the Indian ocean om the other. 
The climb up fromthe esplanade is picture: 
esque to a degree, and the well-kept. lawns, 
the grapes of statuary, the broad, cool veran- 
das inclosed with venetians, peep out at one 
from unexpected perches on one side of the 
hill, with a swiftness of = ~ ive of 
the tricks of the irrepressible Fakir. But 
leaving them all below us we at last reach the 
vicinity of ‘‘the Towers of Silence.’’ 

From the midst of a grove of palms rise two 
circular towers, near which stands a large 
building looking not unlike some public in- 
stitution im any well-to-do city in America, 
but which is in truth one ofthe temples 
which seem so necessary in every Indian 
landscape. The ‘**Tower of Silence”—what 
does not the fancy picture when the name is 
heard for the first time. A religious retreat, 
where one wearied with the din and turmoil 
of the city below may enter and find peace 
andrest. Such a retreat.as Taine must hive 
reached in the Pyrenees when he felt that in 
such a spot and in such influences the “‘Imita- 
tion’ must have been written. Or perhaps 
it is designed asa place of punishment, and 
persons caughtin crime are broughthere to 
wear out in silence theirterm of sentence, 
which will last till life flickers feebly and hope 
dies. Away runs imagination, but a talkative 
‘‘wallah,” or, literally speaking, fellow, who 
is our guide, soon brings back pandering 
fancy by the appalling afimouncement that the 
towers are in truth the Parsee cemetery or 
mortuary. 

Directly a Parsee dies he is brought to the 
temple, and then after the other rites are 
performed the body is disrobed, anointed 
with sacred oils: after thatitis taken to the 
towers; which are about 30 feet in diameter 
and entirely open at the top, and then placed 
upon an iron grating for the vultures to come 
and devour the flesh. In every direction one 
can see the majestic palms bending low th 
their burdens of vultures and kites w: 
for new prey; the air resounds with 
hungry cawing, while it is also laden wit 
sickening odor of decaying flesh. While 
body is being Lar a in position the edge of 
the tower is filled with cawing, chattering 
spectators hungry to make the first plunge 
upon the victim. With one accord they dash 
down out of sight, and ome knows by the 
change from tumult to quiet thatthe Parsee 
interment is taking place. That which but 
a short time ago was a numan being, 
with hopes and fears and aspirations 
such as still animate us who gaze transtixed 
with horror, is being torn sbred by shred and 
curried into the air, to be dropped and picked 
up and quarreled over, or else to be con- 
sumed with uine satisfaction. No sooner 
does a sated bird fly on lazy wing to some far- 
off tree top to sleep off the effects of his glut- 
tony than afresh one arrives upon the scene 
to carry on the hideous work, Others swoop 
down upon us, the living, and brush our very 
faces with their nofsome wings. Beside tis 
stand some Parsees, who watch the circling 
birds with loving interest, and one Englishe 
speaking guide tells us that they frequently 
stand and watch them till they know their 
dead to have been consumed. As soon as the 
birds have cleaned all the flesh from the 
bones, they are dropped into a well at the bot- 
tom of the towers, where they are covered 
with quick lime and consumed. The tower is 
then flooded and deoderized, and so, it is 
claimed, there is no taint in the air, but 
anyone having the sense of smell unblunted 
feels that boast is not founded upon truth. 

Night, which in India treads upon the heels 
of day too closely for one to ever taste a twi- 
light, drove us down the hill and back into 
the thronged streets of the city before we 
had watched as long as we wished, but we 
had seen enough to turn with a sickening 
soul from the religion which makes this aw- 
ful eustom a necessity. We had stood beside 
the Ganges and watched the Hindoos sprink- 
ling the ashes of their lately cremated dead 
pon its saered bosom. The crooning tone 
the quiet hour, the intense earnestness, ha 
melted our cold Westernfhearts and we had 
The Hindoo and the 
shown us how superior their 
eustoms were to those practiced by ‘‘Chris- 
tian dogs,’ and we had by silence at least 
given consent to their form of interment; but 
we came back to our own belief in the grave 
and the worm with renewed devotion, for we 
remembered that it was not from the sacred 
bosom of the Ganges, neither was it from the 
birds of the air that we received our Savior, 
but it was from the grave that he came forth

The Czar’s Miserable Life.

At onetime the late Czar was prevailed

The 
food was always cooked in the simpjest wavy, 
without sauces, and it was tasted by two of- 
ticials before ft was served at the Czar’s table. 
Everything that Alexander I]. ate or drank 
was tasted in his presence, and the attend- 
ance in the dining room was performed by 
servants of tried fidelity.

jRuins of an Ancient TolteecCity: . 
* From the N. Y. Herald. 

M. Charnay has much that is interesting to 
say of a ruined Toltec city which he discov- 
ered in Tobasco, on the coast of the Mexican 
Gulf. This city was evidently in the far away 
past a place of considerable importance, as it 
stretches over a wide area of ground. ‘The 
long forgotten town is surrounded and dotted 
over with small hills, and the builders had 
utilized these natural elevations by erectin 
thereon anumber of temples, pyramids an 
— and had connected their sites by 

ridges. The largest of the pyramids is 500 
feet in height, and a second is fuily 300. Na- 
ture had more todo with these monuments’ 
than art, as the builders had merely shaped 
the hillocks into pyramidalform and after- 
wards faced them with stone, and steps were 
also cut into the side, paved with a mixture 
of eement and pebbles. Fromacareful study 
of the remains of this ancient city, M. Char- 
nay is inclined to believe that it was founded 
between 1150-1180, and that it was in 4 per- 
fect state of preservation at the time Cortez 
invaded Mexico. This opinion was strength- - 
ened by a conversation with two well inform- 
ed Spaniards whom the explorer encountered 
in San Juan Byutista, who declared that 
there were to be found in ancient Spanish 
records statements to the effect that this city 
was not destroyed until after the town of 
Vera Cruz was laid out. M. Charnay is satis- 
fied from indieations he observed that there 
are remains of at least two other Toltece 
cities further up inthe adjacent mountains, 
but further investigation is, us stated above, 
postponed for the present.

John Chupco, Chief of the Seminoles, one 
of the five civilized tribes of the Indian Ter- 
ritory, died on the 17th of Pebruary last at 
Wewoka, the capital of the Seminoles, of 

neumonia, in his sixtieth year. John 

thupeo, or Long John, as his fellow-soldiers 
in the Union army used to call him, was born 
in Florida, and came West after the surren- 
der of the Seminoles under Billy Bowlegs, 
John Jumper and other noted chiefsin the ~ 
early part of 1850. He was. the principal 
chief of the Seminoles Nation continuously 
during the last fifteen years, and a professing 
Christian. fe was like a father to his people, 
wise in the council, the friend of the widow 
and the fatherless, and earnestin the worship 
of God. When the rebellion broke out he 
wisely and patriotically joined the Union 
forces, and served all during the war amid 
eat suffering to his people,, who were driven 
rom their country by the Confederate forces. 
Physically he was one of the finest specimens 
of bis race, six feet seven inches tall, straight 
as an arrow, and of dignified and courteous 
bearing. In him the people: have lost one of 
their best friends, a wise’ counselor and most 
prominent man.

ROBERT FULTON was born inthe Scotch- 
Irish part of Pennsylvania,in Little Britain 
Township, before the American outbreak at 
Boston. He was fift vears of age when he 
died. His father had been atailor and then 
afarmer. His mother was Mary Smith, and 
he was the oldest son but the third child. 
Just before Robert was born the father had 
removed from Lancaster City, where he had 
lived six years, tothe farm. The elder Ful- 
ton and the father of Benjamin West were 
neighbors and good friends. Ojd Mr. Fulton 
died when Robert was three years old, in 
Lancaster town, and was buriedinthe Pres- 
byterian church yard there. 


THE Dubuque Herald of Monday rg 
The ice moved down in agrand and imposing 
procession yesterday afternoon about 3 
o’clock. In an hour the main body was out of 
sight, and was followed bya field of broken 
and loose fragments from the fields above. 
Large bodies came down, struck against the 
immovable piers ofthe bridgeand ground 
themselves to fragments on its resistless 
foundation.

We have been away from 
home about seven months; hearts that we 
treasure are anxiously awaiting our return.” 


THE dates of his steamers are: The Cler- 
mont, 1807; the Paragon, 1811; Fire Fly, 
1812; the Richmond, 1813; Washington, 1813; 
the New York and Nassau ferryboats, 1813; 
the steamboat Vesuvius, built at Pittsburg, 
1813. He had contracts for several boats to 
assist Jackson at the battle of New Orleans. 
In 1814 he made the Fulton the first steam 
vessel of warin the world. She cost $320,000 
and blew up in 1829. In 1815 he built the 
Emperor of Russia for the Czar of Russia. 
Afterward the Savannah crossed the ocean 
safely instead of her. Fulton’s last two boats 
were the ‘‘Chancellor Livingston,” of 526 
tons, and the **Mute.’”’ 

Fulton was a gentleman by nature; he had 
short, curly hair, eyes wide apart and seated 
under deep brows; nose slightly Reman and 
rather short, and he had a most beautiful 
mouth. Benjamin West painted his portrait, 
and it shows ag entleman with gold seals, lace 
ruffies in his bosom and a high coat collar.

OUTSIDE of Mr. JOHNSON, the only St. 
Louis Representative in the late Legislature 
who achieved distinction or reflected credit 
on his constituents was Mr. FRANK MERRY- 
MAN, the adolescent Eighteenth Warder. 
Though the name of MERRYMAN sounds bet- 
ter when attached to a clown than toa states- 
man, our talented friend succeeded in build- 
ing up for himself a reputation last winter 
equal to that which the younger PI1T once 
held in Parliament—relatively speaking. 
There is a vast difference between a Missouri 
Legislature and an English House of Com- 
mons in the old days; buta young man who 
can shy his castor into that arena and make a 
reputation for himse'f in one brief session 
must have more in himthan can be removed 
bvj{ a simple cathartic. There have been giants 
in the Legislature of Missouri, suchas GRATZ 
BROWN, and to achieve distinction where they 
have beenis atask such as RUSKIN ascrib- 
ed to EDMUND KEAN, the actor, when 
‘the leaped unknown upon the Kemble-haunt- 
ed: stage of London.” Yet Mr. MERRYMAN 
made his record, and came trooping home 
after adjournment with his brows draped 
with laurel, despite the fact that the Missouri 
Republican carefully excluded his name from 
its dreary Legislative reports. But all this is 
mere digression. We sat down to say that, 
while in Kansas City the other day, Mr. 
MERRYMAN was interviewed by a represent- 
ative of the Kansas City Times. Speaking of 
the late political disaster in this city, he as- 
cribed al] the trouble to the proprietors of 
the Reptblican, who made their personal in- 
terests and prejudices paramount to every- 
thing else, and who only favored people who 
could assist them intheirjobbery. Mr. MER- 
RYMAN further averred, according to the 
Times, that the Republican had lost its grip 
and that the young Democrats of Missouri 
were sick and tired of the KNAPPs and their 
hoggishness and would nothave anything 
more to do with them.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Has the Legislature the power to abolish the 
grant andtenure of office of a Notary Public? 
Does the appointment and commission of a 
Notary Public constitute him an officer of the 
State as contemplated by the Constitution? 

Art. XIV, Sec. 9, of the State Constitution of 
1875 provides that the appointment of all offi- 


cers not otherwise directed by this Constitu- 
tion shall be made in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law. 

Art. V, Sec. 23, of the State Constitution pro- 
vides that the Governor shall commission all 
ofticers not otherwise provided by law. Allcom- 
missions shall runin the name of the State of 
Missouri and by authority of the State of Mis- 
souri, to be signed by the Governor, etc, 

rt. XIV, See. 5, of the State Constitution of 
1875 provides: ‘‘In the absence of any contrarv 
provision, all officers now or hereinafter elect- 
ed or appointed, subjected to the right of resig- 
nation, shall hold office during their official 
term.’”’ 

The laws of 1877 and the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, Sec. 6459, provides that the Governor 
shall appoint and commission Notaries Public 
who shall hold their office for four years. 

The statute fixes the rights, powers and fees 
of Notaries. The Legislature created the office, 
authorizing the Governor to appoint and com- 
mission the officers. The Governor did ap- 
poe and commission as authorized by the 

‘onstitution in the name of and by the authority 
of the State; their official term was fixed b 
Jaw for four years and guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution that they should hold their office dur- 
ing their offi term, subject to the right of 
res tion. 

Under these circumstances would a Notary be 
guilty of a misdemeanor were he tocontinue to

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“HOT FOR HOTEL-KEEPEBS. 

The’ Appellate Court ‘Defines Liabil- 
, ity for Guests’ Property. é 

The Court of Appeals to-day reversed the 

judgment of thie Circuit Court and remanded 

for new trial the case of H. A. Batterson, ap- 


pellant, against John C. Vogel, executor of Ra- 


dolph Bircher. This was an action for the val- 
ue of jewelry, cash, etc,, alleged to have been 
stolen while the appellant was a guest at the 
Laclede Hotel. The hotel people alleged that 
the loss was owing to the plaintiff's negligence. 
It seems that the lock of the 


room assigned to the guest worked witha key 
outside and athumb screw inside, requiring 
three turns to securely fastenthe door. The 
gerne thought he had locked the door when 

e went to bed, but the property was removea 
from the room during the night. There was 
some evidence showing that the lock was out 
of repair. In the lower court there was a ver- 
dict in favor of the hotel following an instruc- 
tion of court that if the loss occurred through 
lack of care to lock the door securely the guest 
could not recover. The higher court reverses 


this, knowing of no rule of law discharging the } 


inn keeper if it was evenjshown that the guest 
might have locked the door and did not do so. 
The New York statute to that effect is in dero- 
gation of the common law. Judge Bakewell 
says: ‘The liability of an inn-keeper though 
not precisely the same are analagos to that of 
a common carrier so far as it 13 not modified 
by statute, and the reasons for the liability are 
the same. A guest ataninn is not bound to 
keep his room constantiy locked in order to 
entitle him to recover for the loss of his goods. 
The inn-keeper is prima facie liable 
for the loss of his guest. He mayshowthat he 
was diligent and that the guest was negligent, 
but though ever so diligent he is liable for the 
loss of goods of his guest not arising from the 
negligence of his guest, the act of God or pub- 
lic enemies. <A guest at a hotel merely leaving 
the door of his room unlocked does not com- 
mit an act of negligence relieving the innkeep- 
ers, even though the guest hasa key. Actual 
notice. that a safe is provided 
for valuables will not relieve an 
innkeeper from liability where he has not strict- 
ly complied with the statute.’’ This point was 

ecided before when the case was appealed in 


the first instance. , 


WITHOUT CONSIDERATION. 


The Law Interpreted on Fraudulent Paper 
Transactions. é 

Judge Thayer has disposed of the note suit, 
American National Bank of Hartford against 
Harrison Wire Company, giving judgment for 
the plaintiff in the sum of $12,015 81, with 7jper 
cent interest. This was a transaction in paper 
without consideration, which draws forth the 
following sharp judicial remarks: 

As between the defendant and Wheeler & 
Co. the notes were without consider- 
ation. The proof shows that Wheeler & Co. 
had no ght to dispose of the paper. 
But so far as the plaintiff is concerned it paid 
value for the paper; took them before maturity 
without notice of any want of consideration 
and without notice of the wrongful act 
of the payee in negotiating the same. 
at the maturity of the paper defendant was ab- 
solutely without any defense as against the 
note, which ittould maintain, as against the 
plaintiff, either in law or equity. Even after 
the plaintiff was notified that the notes were 
without consideration and had been fraudu- 
lently negotiated it had a perfectly legal right 
to sue defendant, and defendant could not have 
compelled the bank to sue Wheeler & Co. in 
the first instance by any proceeding in law or 
equity. 

Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. 

To a Post-DISPATCH reporter Health Com- 
missioner Francis remarked this morning that 
he did notthink the Board of Health would 
take any action respecting cerebro-spinal 
meningitis now prevailing inthe city. Indeed 
he did not see whatthe Board coulddo ifit 
was anxious to take action. The disease was 
influenced by atmospheric rather than sani- 
tary conditions ana the malady 
hardly came within the province of 


municipal health authorities. There are some 
cases Ot it in the hospitals, but it has not come 
to the knowledge of the Board that it is pre- 
vailing in anything like epidemic form in the 
city.

PAUL, MrENn., April 22..—The following 
has been received at the Headquarters of the 
Department of Dakota: 

FORT BUFORD, April 11, 1881. 
To the Assistant Adjutant General, Depart- 
ment of Dakota, St. Paul: 

A courier just arrived from Poplar River 
reports that Captain McDonald, of the North- 
western Mounted Police, with a party of three 
Indians, one of whom is ai nephew 
of Sitting Bull, has just arrived at that point to 
arrange for the surrender of Sitting Bull. 
Captain McDonald says that should thosecom- 
ing with him report favorably of their treat- 
ment and of those of the other captives at Bu- 
fordon their return to Sitting Bull’s camp,that 
chief will surrender immediately the whole 
camp, probably starting for Buford on his (Mc- 
Donald’s) return. I expect Captain McDonald 
at Buford to-morrow and will send full particau- 
lars when he arrives.

— |i. . She Supply in St. Louis Far Ahead 


What the Knights-of the Palette Have to 


Suffer in Pursuit of Beauty 
Unadorned. 


The demand in St. Louis Studios for mod- 
els, male or female, is scarcely as active as 
the supply. Artists are flooded with appli- 
eations personal or by letter from young men 
and women who are anxious to pose for a 
dollar a sitting. The Insurance Building on 
th:. southeast corner of Fifth and Olive 
streets, the upper floor of which is occupied 
by the local knights of the palette, seems to Le 
headquarters for people who solicit employ- 
ment of this kind. There are few figure-ar- 
tists here, howeyer, who require models, and 
applications are, asa rule, denied by those 
who do. Whenthe necessity arises, an artist 
goes tosome costumter who can generally 
recommend some person of either sex for 
shapely quality of limb and grace of 
figure. A sentiment of false shame 
was developed in the + higher 
circles here about a year ago when it became 
known that studies from the nude female fig- 
ure were in progress at Washington Univer- 
sity. The pressure brought to bear upon 
Chancellor Eliot at that time was so great 
that he vetoed the pursuit of further study 
in that direction, and only male models are 
now permitted to pose before the stu- 
dents. A _ full-length picture was 
recently taken here by a well-known artist 
who studies from the nude and whose model 


for that purpose was recommended by a 
tabacconist on Fifth street. The figure, a 
young fair-haired, blue-eyed German girl of 
shapely proportions, was admirably adapted 
for the subject, a garden interview scene, and 
this voung women received 2 for 
each = sitting. She was accompanied 
to the studio daily by a 
relative, and it may be said that prudish 
sentimentality did notin this instance inter- 
fere with the _ artist’s work. Studies 
from the nude are ag necessary to an 
artist asto a physician, and they are con- 
ducted without the shadow of a suggestion of 
indelicacy. Highty respectable women and 
young girlsin this city offer their services 
regard, and the _ fact’ that 
sO few are employed may be 
better understood when it is considered that 
the ranks of Jucal artists contain but three or 
four who direct. their brush talent to life 
figures. Coldewe, the German artist, for 
years conducted a class here tor studies from 
the nude female figure,and his selections 
were made among young girls of the 
highest’ respectability. It is no un- 
eommon thing, however, for artists to 
receive applications from women whose im- 
roper sense of the object for which they may 
e employed is quickly revealed and such 
people are shown the door. Some very de- 
serving men and women have sat in St. Louis 
studios fromtimetotime, among them the 
widow of an army officer and the daughter of 
a deceased merchant. It frequently 
happens that persons who solicit employ- 
ment of this character are the least adapted 
to it in respect to physical proportions. One 
artist tells an amusing story of a young 
woman who persisted in exhibiting her 
charms of person to him with the view of 
posing as a model. The artist assured her 
that he needed no female figure just 
at that time, but the young woman 
whose opinior of her form and face was much 
exalted then commenced to disrobe in the 
artist’s presence. He entreated herin vain 
to desist, and when her entire drapery was 
removed a knock at the door heralded the ap- 
proach of a lady who was sitting fora life-size 
a The artist seized the scattered 
rapery and flung it in a heap in the 
adjoining apartment, ® thrusting the 
model in the same direction with an implor- 
ing instruction to dress and get out of his 
quarters as quickly as possible. The young 
Woman obeyed and a scene was averted, the 
artist drawing his breath again as the outer 
door close upon his first visitor, 
and the second settled down in an easy-chair 
ior her daily sitting. ‘

THE ST. LOUIS PRESBYTERY. 


Opening of the Semi-Annual Session To- 
Night at Grand Avenue Church, 


The semi-annual meeting of the St. Louis 
Presbytery of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church begins in this city to-night at the Grand 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. The St. Louis 
Presbytery embraces all of St. Louis county 
and portions of the surrounding counties; also 
portions of Illinois extending as far north as 
Jacksonville. Lebanon, Mo., High Hill, Wash- 
ington and Montgomery City are included in 
its limits. In the Presbytery are twenty-six 
churches, twenty ministers and 1,590 com- 
municants, At the meeting to-night it is 


expected that all the ministers will be 
present, as also one lay delegate from each 
church. The services begin at half-past7 
o’ clock with asermon by the retiring Modera- 
tor, Rev. James Morton, of Moline Creek 
Chureh, St. Louis County. Succeeding the 
sermon, the Presbytery will be formally open- 
ed by the election of anew Moderator and a 
temporary clerk. This will close the exercises 
for to-night. To-morrow there will be three 
sessions, 94. m., 2:30 p. m. and 7:30 p.m.; and 
the same Thursday. Among the important 
ingtters which will come before 
the Presbytery will be the elec- 
tion of two delegates, a minister and 
a Jayman to the General Assembly of the 
church, which meets at; Staunton, Virginia,on 
the 19th of May. The revised Directory for 
Worship, which,was prepared at the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, will be considered and acted 
wpon. The restgnation of Dr. Rutherford will 
also be considered and his successor appoint- 
ed. It was hoped to secure Dr. Powers, of 
New Orieans, for this position, but thisis now 
doubtful, as he has just received a call to 
Columbia, 8.C., whereitis supposed he will 
prefer togo.

THE CROWD.

THE HOUSE IN SESSION. 

At ten minutes of twelve Speaker Marriott 
rapped the House toj order, the rolljcalljshow- 
ing all the members present bunt Delegates 
Davis and Walbridge. 

The Speaker announced that the House would 
wait the pleasure of the Council. 

Mr. O’ Neil suggested that the Council should 
have seats together and not be scattered about 
among the delegates as had been provided.

THE INAUGURATION, 

The committee passed through the House 
library and into the Mayor's office, and in a 
couple of minutes returned. The Mayor-eleet 
walked aim-in-arm with Mayor Overstolz on 
his right and Judge Seymour D. Thompson, of 
the ‘Court of Appeals, on the left. 

As the three mounted the rostrnm the As- 
semblymen rose trom their chairs while the 
crowd behiid them developed a mob-like sen- 
timent and began to yell *‘Down in front!’’ 
The rapping of President Parker’s gavel was 
greeted with laughter. 

The Escorting Committee did its work very 
awkwardly. Assoon as the members got back 
with the Mayor and Mayor-elect they scatter- 
ed to their seats. The party of three stood 
waiting to be presented to the President and 
the Assembly, but atter anembarrassing pause 
mounted the top platform and Judge Thomp-

DISGRACEFUL INTERRUPTIONS. 

Mr. Ewing nodded at the close, and then, 
Judge Thompson stepping to one side, Mr. 
Overstolz proceeded to welcome the new 
Mayor very briefly. While he was speaking 
the crowd behaved disgracefully. They inter- 
rupted? the Mayor at one point with cheers, 
some one shouting out ‘‘Three cheers for the 
young American Mayor,’’ with undue empha- 
sis on the nationality. At the close of Mr. 
Overstolz’s remarks there were more 
remarks from the _ lobby, 
and a yell of ‘‘Now bottle up, Heiney.’’ 

Mr. Overstolz’s remarks were of the briefest 
character. Hesaid to Mayor Ewing: ‘‘You 
will find every department of the cityina 
flourishing condition. You will be embarrass- 
ed by no floating debt. You will find the cred- 
it of the city good at home and abroad. You 
will find money in the treasury. 
I trust that your administration 
of municipal affairs will be as successtul as you 
can wish. igreet you as Mayor of the city.
